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Qf the seventy~seven organizations of Chinese registered with the government 
of Macac, about one third are dominated or controlled by the Chinese Commun— 
Recry Party. Communist tactics depended largely upon penetration until the 
Nationalist defeat in South China. when the party became openly active,
